udge Delbert E. Wong, a community lead' 
I er and philanthropist was honored for his 
I life's work with an established landmark 
* dedicated in his name. Judge Delbert E. 
g Square was dedicated with the unveiling 
of the new signs designating the location, the in¬ 
tersection of North Hill Street and Ord Street in 
historic Los Angeles Chinatown. The event took 
place March 1, 2013. 

Additionally, Councilmember Ed P. Reyes rec' 
ognized Judge Delbert E. Wong Square during the 
Los Angeles City Council meeting at Los Angeles 
City Hall on March 1, 2013. It is the first time a 
Chinese American will be recognized anywhere 
by the City of Los Angeles with an official land' 
mark, street or square. 

Judge Wong (May 17,1920 - March 10, 2006) 
dedicated his entire life to public service. He was a 




champion for 
civil rights, 
equality and 
integrity His 
life was marked 
by many firsts. 

He was the 
first Chinese' 

American 
graduate of 
Stanford Law 
School, the first Asian American to serve the 
California State Legislature as deputy legisla- 
tive counsel, and the first Asian American to be 
deputy state attorney general. Most notably, his 
appointment as a judge for Los Angeles County 
Municipal Court made him the first Chinese 
American in the contiguous United States to 
serve as a judge. He later advanced to State Su- 
perior Court, where he served for over two de' 
cades. 

Judge Wong and his wife, Dolores, made sig' 
nificant contributions to legal, social and cultural 
organizations such as the Asian Pacific American 
Legal Center, the Chinatown Service Center, the 
Chinese American Museum, the Chinese Amen 
ican Citizens Alliance and the Lriends of China- 
town Library 
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Los Angeles Chinatown has long been recog- 
nized for its many authentic dim sum restaurants.

Work will begin this spring on 
the historic North Spring Street 
Viaduct, a reinforced concrete arch 
bridge connecting Chinatown and 
Lincoln Heights. Currently this 
modified secondary highway offers 
limited connectivity across three 
park corners with two substandard 
vehicle lanes in each direction, and 
only one sidewalk. In June 2011, the 
Los Angeles City Council approved 
the North Spring Street Viaduct 
Widening and Rehabilitation Project 
to correct geometric deficiencies, 
retrofit the bridge to meet current 
seismic standards, and provide bicycle 
and pedestrian access. The structure 
will be widened 23 feet to the south 
side with a differentiated double¬ 
arch design that is compatible with 
the historic bridge. The widened 
roadway will accommodate sufficient 
travel lanes, a striped median, shared 
shoulders/bike lanes and sidewalks 
on both sides. The construction is 
slated to complete fall of 2016 and is 
estimated to cost around $22 million. 

A few things for Chinatown 
stakeholders to keep in mind: 

• Traffic along and near the 
construction could be heavy at 
times and merchants and residents 
should plan to add extra time into 
their commutes. Construction 
will generally take place Monday 
through Friday from 7:00 a.m. until 
4:00 p.m. 

• Trucks, cranes, pile drivers, and 
other equipment will be used during 
construction, some of which will be 
used for open trench excavation and 
debris removal; dust control will be 
provided in all project areas. 

• Trash pickup, deliveries, access to 
businesses and residential driveways 
will be maintained. 

• Parking may be temporarily 
restricted in some areas, and signs 
will be posted in advance telling 
people where and when. 

• There will be 24-48 hours notice in 
advance whenever sewer services 
may be temporarily interrupted. 






Blossom Plaza may get a boost from LA 
City Council as a report from the LA Housing 
Department seeks permission to commit 
funding the project with $5.3 million from 
the Affordable Housing Trust Fund. 

Developer Forest City and the City of Los 
Angeles are still working out the terms of 
Forest City’s lease of the site, but this new 
development could help speed the project 
along. 

Blossom Plaza, a mix-use development is 
slated to have 240 apartments, 53 of which 
will be considered affordable. The site will 



connect the Chinatown Gold Line Station to 
Broadway and include a cultural plaza, 175 
parking spaces for the adjacent rail line, bike 
amenities, and an enhanced bus shelter.

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On June 15th, during the first Chinatown Summer 
Nights event, a statue of Bruce Lee was dedicated 
in Central Plaza to honor Bruce Lees legacy in what 
many described as a festive and heart-felt dedication 
for the icon. 

The dedication included elected officials at the local, 
state and federal level, Bruce Lees family, the Bruce 
Lee Foundation, LA Chinatown community leaders 
and corporate sponsors. There was a banquet at 
the iconic Golden Dragon Restaurant as well as an 
unveiling of the dedicated statue. 

The significance of the dedication on June 15th 
coincided with the 75th anniversary of LA Chinatown. 
In 1938, after the old Chinatown was moved from 
Union Station, “New Chinatown” was established and 
the design and operational concepts for it evolved 
through a collective community process, resulting 
in a blend of Chinese and American architecture. 
LA Chinatown saw major development, especially as 
a tourist attraction throughout the 1930s and as a 
center of commerce for Chinese-Americans. 

Though the statue has already been unveiled and 
dedicated, the Chinatown Corporation and Bruce Lee 
Foundation are still short of their fundraising goals. 
An endowment of $150,000 is needed to install the 
statue into its new home and also to provide for the 
maintenance, insurance, and security of the Bruce Lee 
Statue in perpetuity. To be a part of preserving the 
Bruce Lee legacy, you can donate by contacting bruce.

General Lees Man Jen Low 
will celebrate a Grand Open¬ 
ing this July in New China¬ 
town at 475 Gin Ling Way. 

The welcomed addition to 
Central Plaza is a fusion of past 
and present - bringing modern 
aesthetics and innovative mix¬ 
ology into a historic location.

NEW DEVELOPMENT UPDATES IN CHINATOWN 


Exciting new developments are happening, 
heres an update on what to expect in China¬ 
town: 

Blossom Plaza construction is slated to be- 



gin in this quarter with an aggressive schedule 
targeting completion in 2016. Demolition of 
the former Little Joes will begin in October. 
The final site plan calls for an open air plaza 
connecting the Gold Line station through to 
Broadway. 

This 17,000 sq. ft. Cultural Plaza is de¬ 
signed to accommodate a variety of cultural 
and community events, as well as reflect the 
diversity and history of the Chinatown com¬ 
munity. 


The building will be 5 stories tall at its 
maximum height and contain 290,000 sq. ft 
of residential and 18,500 sq. ft. of retail space, 
including two or three designated restaurant 
spaces. Of its 237 units, 184 will be market 
rate and 53 will be designated for affordable 
housing. There will be 175 parking spaces. 

Jia Apartments will be ready for move-ins 
this October. Barricades shielding the ground 
floor have been removed and finishing touch¬ 
es on its sidewalks and landscaping are also 
expected to be completed soon. Commercial 
tenants confirmed to date are Starbucks Cof¬ 
fee and Divine Pasta Company. Jias leasing 
office is currently located inside another Eq¬ 
uity Residential Complex - Mosaic at Union 
Station. On-site tours at Jia are expected in 
October as well. 

October will also bring the debut of the af¬ 
fordable low to mid-income apartment com¬ 
plex Lotus Garden by Affirmed Housing 
Group. Located at 715 Yale Street, the 60-unit 
development is reserved for families at 30%- 
60% of the areas median household income. 


A highlight of the $24 million development is 
the parking structure: elevator lifts will allow 
additional vehicles to be parked in the garage, 
bringing the total number of spaces available 
to 63. 


EVOCT representing the College Station 
site at 129-135 W College Street, is aiming to 
have a plan solidified by midsummer on pos¬ 
sibly 425 residential units at the address. The 
company is anticipating an EIRfor the project 
(approx. 18 months), and is looking forward 
to working with the community to identify 
needs for the site, including types of business¬ 
es, restaurants, etc. The site is exempt from

In 1938, Tyrus 
Wong was hired by the Walt Disney Company as an animation artist. 
Tyrus was unique - a blend of the Western cultures where he grew up, 
and the Eastern traditions of his childhood. His soft and ethereal style 
of painting captured the attention of Walt Disney himself and would 
later set the inspiration for a Disney Classic - Bambi. 

The 2014 Year of the Horse banners feature a galloping horse painted 
in traditional Chinese brushstrokes, along with the Chinese calligra¬ 
phy inscription "jf15§fjf : W” that translates to energy and vitality of the 
dragon-horse. The dragon-horse Tongma'' of Chinese mythology is a 
symbol of power, strength and wisdom. Its essence brings a potent mes¬ 
sage and hope for an exuberant and dynamic year!

Upon its completion, Blossom Plaza will provide a pedestrian-friendly 
link between Chinatowns main commercial arteries and the Gold Line 
Station. The planned retail plaza connecting Broadway to the Gold Line 
platform will feature multiple hospitality and retail opportunities. Up¬ 
stairs, 270 new apartment units will bring much needed housing inventory 
to Chinatown. Of the 270 units, 53 are designated as low-income housing, 
and applications were accepted between mid-January to mid-February. 
Forest City outreached through the Chinatown community by offering 
translated applications through various community partners such as the 
Chinatown Service Center and the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent As¬ 
sociation. Due to their successful outreach, over 9000 applications were 
handed out, with over 2300 completed and returned. A lottery drawing 
will award the coveted spots to lucky applicants with move-in expected in 
the Summer months. Market-rate apartments will begin marketing and 
leasing also in Summer 2016.

CALIFORNIA RESTROOM SIGN 
LAW EFFECTIVE MARCH 1ST 


Starting March 1, 2017, California will enforce Assembly Bill 
1732, which will require all single-user restrooms in businesses, 
places of public accommodation, or government buildings to be 
identified as all-gender or gender neutral. The law authorizes in¬ 
jectors or other building or local officials responsible for code en¬ 
forcement to inject for compliance (Health and Safety Code sec. 
118600). 





ALL-GENDER 

RESTROOM 


A "single-user toilet 
facility" is defined as "a j 
toilet facility with no 
more than one water 
closet and one urinal 
with a locking mecha¬ 
nism controlled by the user." Compliance with the bill is as simple 
as changing and/or adding a sign to your restroom. The signs must 
comply with Title 24 of the California Code of Regulations.

L.A. County Minimum Wage Increase 

Attention Merchants - Rease be advised of upcoming changes to City of Los Angeles minimum wage laws. 
In 2015, the Los Angeles City Council approved Ordinance 183612 which increased citywide minimum wag¬ 
es to $15.00 per hour with a scheduled series of increases to achieve this goal by 2020 for employers with 26 
or more workers. Employers with 25 or fewer workers must reach this goal by 2021. Effective July 1, 2017, 
City of Los Angeles (including Chinatown) Employers must increase minimum wages to $12.00 per hour. An 
exception applies to employers with 25 or fewer employees where the minimum wage would only be $10.50 
per hour with the increase to $12.00 per hour delayed until July 1, 2018.

L.A. Citywide Minimum Wage Posting and Notice Requirements 

Chinatown employers are required to display the new posting established by the Los Angeles Wage Enforce¬ 
ment Odinance (Ordinance 183613) “in a conspicuous place” each and every July 1 for the foreseeable 
future. 

L.A Office of Wage Standards that employers must display the posting in both English and Spanish as well 
as “any other language spoken by at least five percent (5%) of the Employees at the workplace or job site”. 
You may find postings in various languages at http://wagesla.ladty.org 

Additionally, employers are required to provide each new employee the Employer’s name, address, and tele¬ 
phone number in writing. In terms of record-keeping: the ordinance calls for a four-year retention of payroll 
records. 


Zero Waste Ordinance 

“Zero Waste LA Franchise System” and what does it 
mean for Chinatown Stakeholders? 

Zero Waste LA is a new public private 
partnership designed to address the 3-million tons of 
waste disposed annually by businesses, consumers 
and residents. 

In April 2014, the Mayor and City Council 
approved the City of Los Angeles Board of Pub¬ 
lic Warks to oversee a $3.5 billion waste hauling 
contract establishing a new franchise system and 
delineating 11 zones split amongst seven waste 
haulers. Here in Chinatown in the Northeast Zone, 
the franchise rights were awarded to Universal 
Waste System Inc. (UW3 Inc.). UWS is now the sole 
trash hauler for all commercial, industrial, and multi¬ 
family (5 units of more) sites in Chinatown. UW3 
was founded in 1986 and is one of Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s largest family owned and operated companies 
with 3 generations of legacy. 

Under their contracts, UWS, Inc. will be 
required to submit monthly tonnage reports, by 
waste stream. The Sanitation Department will certify 
waste facilities used, and these facilities will also be 
required to submit monthly reports. The goal is to 




ensure that more trash is recycled, rather than sent 
to landfills. The program is also seen as a way to 
reduce air pollution from truck traffic and increase 
environmentally friendly job opportunities. For Zero 
Waste LA franchise system customers, the rates will 
be transparent and predictable based upon the type 
of service chosen varying for container type, con¬ 
tainer quantity, frequency of collection and special 
collection services. Recycling collected at the same 
frequency as solid waste is included in the same 
rate, and recycling collected on additional collection 
days will have an additional cost. Oganics collection 
will also be offered at a separate charge. Since solid 
waste collection will have a cost, it’s an incentive to 
reduce the average Chinatown Stakeholder’s bill. 
UWS’s franchise rights will last 10 years, with two 
optional 5 year renewal terms and go into effect 
July 2017. It is fair to say that most Chinatown 
Stakeholders will see an increase in their bill. Other 
cities including Seattle and San Jose have moved 
to implement franchise waste zones in recent years 
and New York City is currently working with busi¬ 
nesses to develop a similar system

Food Bowl is an annual celebration of our 
citys eats and drinks lasting the entire month of 
May. Multiple daily events throughout the city 
showcase the diversity and dimensions of Los 
Angeles’s food culture. In partnership with the 
Los Angeles Times, the Los Angeles Chinatown 
Business Improvement District hosted two Food 
Bowl events in early May. 

The first of these two events was the Sichuan 
Summit Saturnalia, a multi-course fine dining 
meal featuring authentic Sichuan cooking with 
a chef flown in from China. Chef Yu Bo of Yu’s 
Family Kitchen in Chengdu hosted his first public 
dinner in America and shared classic Chengdu 
street foods as well as modern Sichuan-style 
Chinese entrees. He was joined by Los Angeles- 
based chefs Lynn Liu of Szechuan Impression and 
Tian Tian Qiu of Hip Hot Restaurant. Libations 
for the night were provided by Chinatown locals 
Apotheke and Highland Park Brewery. 

Chinatown also was home to the Fried Chicken 
Party. It was a lively evening with samples from 
the city’s most popular fried chicken purveyors. 
Headlining the night was the infamous Howlin’ 
Ray’s and tickets quickly sold out as eager 
attendees looked forward to sampling Chef 
Johnny’s Nashville style fried chicken without 


the notorious up-to-four hour line. Szechuan 
Impression was another noticeable participant 
bringing a decidedly different type of fried 
chicken - the traditional Sichuan La Zi Ji - a “ma 
la” deliciously spicy, fried concoction of diced 
chicken and peppers. Rounding out the evening 
were refreshments from Chinatown Kiosk, a 
refreshing herbal tea, and Highland Park Brewery 
and Scoops, aptly joining forces for ice cream and 
beer floats to cool the palate.

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C Chinatown is one of the 
most transit friendly com¬ 
munities in Los Angeles 
with access to the Metro 
Gold Line, two DASH routes, and mul¬ 
tiple Metro bus lines. The two DASH 
routes serving Chinatown are the DASH 
B, which currently runs north/south 
from Chinatown to the Financial Dis¬ 
trict, and the Lincoln Heights/China¬ 
town DASH, which connects the China¬ 
town and Lincoln Heights communities. 
Proposed changes from Metro will af¬ 
fect both routes significantly as well as 
extending Weekday Service hours and 


Weekend Service. In the proposed route, 
the Lincoln Heights/Chinatown DASH 
will no longer serve Lincoln Heights and 
instead only loop through Chinatown on 
a circuit connecting main residential and 
commercial points of interest. However, 
the DASH B will see significant expan¬ 
sion in Lincoln Heights to the North and 
down through LA Live in the South on a 
single service route. 

Route changes are tentatively planned 
to take effect 2018/2019 while increased 
service and extended scheduling were 
enacted in 2017.
